“We drove from the plant to

“Hittler remained at the wheel 
of the coupe, parked on the east 
side of Jc ferson avenue. I got 
back into the car, closed the door 
and was putting the money bag on 
the floor when the door was sud- 
denly jerked open and a young fel- 
low about 20 years old poked a 
revolver at me and staid: ‘Sit over 
there.’ 

“There was only one thins to do;

30 Shots Fired to Intimidate 
70 Persons in Kansas

ey KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 12.— 
After killing a doorkeeper and 
wounding Walter Franklin, wide- 
ly known Kansas City billiard 
player, robbers last night lined up 
70 patrons of a card club here and 
escaped with a large amount of 
cash. 

The body of James F. Brown, 
50 years old, a doorkeeper, was 
found at the entrance. He was 
shot three times. Franklin was 
struck in the chest by one of about 
80 bullets he estimated the ban- 
adits fired to intimidate the pa- 
trons. Physicians said he would 
recover. 

Franklin said at least four rob- 
bers entered the place, Known as 
the Hub Club and started shoot- 
ing at the ceiling. When several 
men dived under tables instead of 
lining up against a wall as di- 
rected he said the bandits fired 
into the floor and kicked and beat 
those who were slow in obeying 
instructions. 

Accounts of how much money 
was obtained varied, but several 
witnesses agreed at least $1000 
in currency was taken from one 
table in addition to loot taken in 
a hasty search of patrons.

Was No Alternative

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen (by 
radio from San Paolo station), May 
12.— We have re-entered our han- 


gar at Kings Bay after an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to reach Nicholas 
II Island. 

The Italia entered the hangar 
at 4:10 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. It was humanly impossible, 
I think, to do otherwise. We had 
to return. During nearly eight 
hours of adventurous flying, the 
Italia tried all the air roads of 
the Arctic in quest of one along 
which a fight against the elements 
might offer some probability of 
success. We left at 5:45 a m., 
with a much reduced crew. Even 
the reserve of fue? on board had 
been reduced considerably owing 
to the sudden rise in temperature 
from 21 degrees Centigrade below 
zero (10 above Fahrenheit) Thurs- 
day to 5 a. m. yesterday and to 
zero (freezing) soon as possible. 
After the eight-hour ordeal, ali 
the men on board, including the 
landsmen, those having no  pre- 
vious experience in air hardships, 
are very fit and cheerful and show 
no signs of weariness. I am proud 
of them. 

Got Warning of Bad Weather. 


Our journey of yesterday can be | 


described very briefly. After leav- 
ing Kipvgs Bay in comparatively 
fine weather we followed the 
northwest coast of Spitzbergen, 
making the furthermost northwest 
island of Amsterdam. There we 
directed our course north to Cape 
Spitzbergen. " 

The weather continued fair with 
slight snow fall and a light wind 
until, when we were passing ovcr 
the north point of Verbergen, I 
received ominous meterological re- 
ports announcing a heavy gale an 
very bad visibility further on. I 
had to consider then whether it 
might be expedient to alter our 
course from Nicholas II island 
and try to reach the pole instead, 
or, aS an alternative, make straight 
for Greenland and return 
to Kings Bay by way of the North 
Pole. 

These hopes, however, also were 
dashed when the next message was 
received. From it I learned that 
the visibility was aepen worse to- 
ward the Polar regions where a 
cyclone was raging. 

, Storm Hammers Ship. 

We were sailing meanwhile amid 
a violent storm which hammered 
the airship with unrelenting rage, 
pelting the windows of our gon- 
dola with solid lumps of ice. More- 
over, the thick fog surrounded us, 
while a contrary wind with a 
speed of nearly 40 kilometers (24 
miles) an hour almost paralyzed 
us. It was a hard fight against 
heavy odds. I thought for a mo- 
ment of taking the big risk, never-

“We are not going to put up with 
firing on vehicles on highways 
whether they stop when command- 
ed or not,’ Doran said.

Beneath the Surface of the Present Trouble in Shantung Lies a Far-Reaching Choice 


of Policy: 


Shall Japan Adopt Toward China the Tactics of Imperialism, or Shall 


It Seck to Build Up Friendship Against the Day When Slumberous China Wakes?

T is taken for granted by Some of the 
I foreign correspondents in Shantung that 
war between Japan and China is inevitable, 
and they have asserted, in fact, that save 
for the formal declaration of hostility war 
has actually begun. “All hope of a com- 
promise has vanished,” reports one corres- 
pondent. If that is true, then the Far East 
is to be the scene of a conflict not between 
the East and West, as many historians have 
predicted, but between two neighbors, in the 
East whose cOmmon interests once seemed 
likely to make them loyal friends.

It is an ironic fact that Japan and not 
one of the Western powers should now be 
called upon to resist by force the rising 
tide of nationalism in China. For it was 
the Western powers. not Japan, which first 
carried imperialism into China. Thirty years 
ago the German Empire led the way, when 
a German Kaiser ordered the “mailed fist” 
displayed and demanded territorial rights 
and railway concessions at the bayonet’'s 
point, in this same Province of Shantung 
after the killing of two German mission- 
aries. For a decade thereafter other West. 
ern powers followed suit, helping them- 
selves to Chinese ports and Chinese mines, 
while Japan stood by and watched. It was 
not until the World War that Japan took 
over Germany's rights in Shantung. Tech- 
nicallr, some of these rights were annulled 
in 1927. But Japan has continued to re- 
gard Shantung as a special sphere of in- 
f.uence, as other powers in other parts of 
China have regarded Other areas as specias 
spheres of influence. .It is the fortuitous 
fact that Japan’s sphere lies on the road 
from Shanghai to Pekin, with Chinese Na- 
tionalist armies advancing north along that 
road, that has brought Japan and China 
into conflict. 


WO contradictory policies offered their 

alternatives to Japan in the days when 
Japan stood by and watched the Western 
powers plunder China, and these policies 
continued to offer their alternatives ag his. 
tory unfolded. The moral of the first pol- 
icy was plain and unmistakable. It bade 
Japan forget her scruples, take a hand in 
the game that was being played and follow 
the lead of the Western powers in making 
use Of every convenient pretext to consoli- 
date her gains in China. This was imperial. 
ism, and a Japan which had become a world 
power over night and almost without know- 
ing it was content to follow in the footsteps 
of the Western powers. 

The second policy was more remote, had 
fewer friends and leas by way of immediate 
opportunities for self advancement to com- 
mend it. The friends of this policy argued 
that Japan was an island nation of 60,- 
000,000 people lying almost within the arms 
of a vast, slumbering China of 400,000,000. 
They argued that it was impossible to be- 
lieve that this China would continue for 
more than a few decades to offer no effec. 
tive resistance to foreign intervention. Ther 
argued that the day would come, and at no 
great distance in the future, when China 
would be as modernized and industrialized 
as Japan herself and many times more pow- 
erful. They argued that when this dav ar- 
rived China would turn upon the Western 
powers and destroy the treaties they had 
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forced upon her. And they argued that Ja- 
pan stood most to gain by preparing for 
this day by steering clear of the policy of 
plunder adopted by the Western powers and 
aiming, instead to cultivate the friendship, 
the good will and the foreign trade of her 


gigantic neighbor. 
% 
F OR 30 years these two policies have 
struggled for mastery in Japan, the 
trend of opinion now favoring one and now 
the other. At each critical turn in the rela- 
tions of Japan and China the alternatives of 
the two policies have been present. They 
are present now, in this latest crisis which 
has hurried 25,000 Japanese soldiers into 
China. Japan can use these troops in an 
attempt to destroy the Nationalist advance, 
prevent the unification of China under a 
Single, central Government and so protect 
for the present her immediate interests in 
mines and railways by keeping China weak 
and disunited. Or Japan can use her troops 
solely for the purpose of protecting Japan- 
ese lives in Shantung, and show by her re- 
fusal to intervetie in China's war a willing- 
ness to permit China to evolve toward a 
unified government and a sturdy National- 
ism, at whatever cost to Japanese “conces- 
sions.,”’ ‘ 

To the nations of the West the present 
conflict is merely a crisis brought on by 
certain riots. But Asia knows better than 
this. Asia knows that beneath the surface 
of this crisis lies a far-reaching choice of 
policy which cannot fail to leave its mark 
on histors. And Asia is watching to see 
whether Japan will take sides with the West 
or with the East, aim at an immediate gain 
or a larger and more distant gain, hold what 
she has or shape her policy toward a day 
in Asia when a large part of the East has 
freed itself of Western domination and has 
reason to be grateful to Japan. 


HALL, OF ALABAMA. 
From the Baltimore Evening Sun. 
HE Pulitzer prize of $500 for the best 
editorial of the year has been awarded 
Grover Cleveland Hall, of the Montgomery, 
(Ala.) Advertiser, not for a single article 
but for all his writing on the. subject of 
flogging in Alabama. 

This, we believe, is one of the best awards 
the Pulitzer committee ever made. The 
fight made by Hall against the hooded ter- 
rorists who were disgracing the State of 
Alabama was one of the boldest newspaper 
enterprises of the year. But f{t was more 
than courageous—it was skillful and there- 
fore effective. Flogging in Alabama has 
been checked, {f not extirpated altogether, 
and there is no shadow of doubt that the 
campaign against it conducted by the Mont- 
gomery Advertiser is in large measure re- 
sponsible for that checking. 

Therefore, the prize this year goes to one 
who has proved not only that he is a brare 
ruan but also that he isa good editor. It is 
pleasant to see courage rewarded: but ft is 
pleasanter to see a reward go to a combtna- 
tidn of courage and competence. 

And with Tom Heflin raging through the 
land it is pleasant, also, to recognize that 
Aiabama is able to produce Halls as well 
as Heflins, and on occasion te heed them. 
As long as this is true, no one need despair 
of Alabama.
